Sheriff, Despairing of Results 
from Inside Guards, Pro- 
poses One Without. 


COULD SHOOT FUGITIVES. 


Prisoners in Recent Successful 
Plot to Escape All Keep 
Their Secret. 


Unable to hold his 8 by guarding 
them within the walls of the county jail, 
Sheriff Strassheim is credited with a plan 
to watch them from the outside. He is talk- 
ing of stationing an armed sentinel on the 
roof of the jail or on the sidewalk at Dear- 
born avenue and Illinois street, known as 
the jail corner. * 

A ecoffer last night suggested that another 
guard be provided for the rifle otherwise 


somebody might come along, take a fancy 
to it, and tote the weapon away with him. « 
Most of the detaile of che sheriff's new 
plan for the prevention of further jail 
breaking are said to be mapped out. A sen- 
tinel on the street with a loaded rifle in his 
hands would best suit the views of Mr. Strass- 
heim, according to the reports. But he is in 
a quandary over the problem whether he has 
the right to place an armed patrol-in the 


streets, where only the city police are sup- 
} Posed to have jurisdiction as law guardians. 


Watch Tower on Roof Favored. 

A watch tower on the roof may be deemed 
best. It ie asserted by persons in a position 
to know his plans that the sheriff will go 
before the county board at ite first post- 
vacation meeting next Monday and ask for 
an appropriation for the sentinel and a sen- 
tinel Box. The latter, as sketched in the 
sheriff's mind, will be a pergola of the sort 
used by sperrow’ cops in the parks. 

In his private talks with close friends 
Sheriff Strassheim has criticised the police 
for not being on hand last Sunday to capture 
Weeselek and Rogers when they climbed 
through the hole they had sawed in the win- 
dow bars. 

What are the police for, anyway? Mr. 
Strassheim is reported to have exclaimed. 
“They are never on hand when wanted. If 
one of them had come along Dearborn avenue 
or Illinois street any time within an hour of 
the time when my jailbirds flew the coop, 
there would have been no escapes. Are not 
the police supposed to travel beat on these 
streets as well as eleewhere? And are they 
not supposed to be required under the police 
rules to report at a patrol box every hour or 
so? But if the city will not police the out- 
side of the jail I suppose it is up to me to 
do it. I may heve to start something new by 
placing at the street corner or upon the roef 
a watehman with a rifle and ammunftion.“ 


Sheriff Enjoins Silence. 
In reference to a persistent rumor that

„ have questioned all the prisoners who 
were in the ‘bull pen’ when Rogers and 
Weselek made their exit through the sawed 
window, but all have refused to answer any 
of my queries.“ 

Police officials blamed Sheriff Strasgheim 
during the day for his failure to gend out 
telegrams. notifying sheriffs of neighboring 
counties of the escape of Rogers, ot asking 
that they be on the lookout for him. 

“ We have sent out several hundred notices 
to the police of other cities and towns within 
a radius of 800 miles,“ said a police lieuten- 
ant, “but we have yet toylearn that Mr. 
Strassheim has, spent one ont in notifying 
the sheriffs and deputy sheriffs of the 
country.“ 

Strassheim denied a 
more jail guards had been discharged by 
him during the day for inefficiency.

Royster was accompanied by another 
negro who gave hie name as Thomas Hill | 
and his address as Bikhart, Ind, Both men 
were well dressed and heavily armed. They 
declared they had not been in Chicago for 
several years and they made no attempt to 
resist arrest, 

Schuettler Doubted It. 

“TI have no positive information as to the 
identity of these men in Niles,” said Assist- 
ant Chief Schuettler early in the evening, 
“but I am inclined to doubt that either one 
of them is Walton. The $500 reward has 
been published widely and we may expect 
to hear of many arrests of; negroes in the 
next few hours in the mi west as a re- 
sult, as the old saying deciares, “ All ne- 
groes look alike.

Clew Found in Evanston.

DEVELOPS LIFE BY CHEMICALS. 


French Scientist Produces Larve by 
Placing Solution in Water with 
Starfish Eggs. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

PARIS, Sept. 24—Remarkable experi- 
ments in the chemical development of life 
have been effected by Prof. Delage of Sor- 
bonne. In his laboratory at Roscoff, Brit- 
tany, Delage placed unhatched eggs of the 
sea urchinand starfish in sea water, adding a 
solution of sugar with a few drops of ammo- 
nia and tannin. In about an hour segmenta- 
tion and the first sign of life began, the eggs 
3 larve. A great majority soon 

Delage by constant and minute care 
brought four sea urching and two starfish 
through the larve stage and they now are 
healthy, growing specimens. One sea urchin 
hag six pairs of tentacles and six pairs of 
spikes, whereas those produced by natural 
means have five. The creatures still are 
smal, and the temtacles are only visible 
through the microscepe. Delage hopes to 
bring them to maturity, followed by repro- 
duction. 

The experiments go beyond those made by 
Prof. Loeb Barclay of the University of San 
Francisco. Delage shows the vital impulse 
begins immediately the fecundating liquid 
touches the ovule. If the part touched be cut 
out the ovule nevertheless continues and the 
evolution produces larve. Delage is making 
further experiments with the object of 
throwing further light on the causes leading 
to the awakening of the latent life in the 
egg.

OUTLINES BORAH CASE CHARGE. 


Prosecutor Says Senator Was Attorney 
for Alleged Land Fraud Ring— 
Calls Steunenberg Leader. 


Boise, Idaho, Sept..24.—The government to- 
day revealed the charge in the case of United 
States Senator Borah, charged with the tim- 
ber land frauds. 

The jury was completed at the morning 
session, and during the afternoon Judge M. 
C. Burch of Detroit, special assistant to 
the United States attorney general, made 
the opening statement for the prosecution. 
He arraigned the late Gov. Steunenberg as 
the central figure in the alleged conspiracy, 
by which, it is claimed, more than 17,000 
acres of virgin forest land came fraudulent- 
ly into the possession of the er Lumber 
company, a W nsin corporation operating 
a plant in this city. :

He dec that Senator Borah in- 
terested himself in all matters having an out- 
ward bearing on the lands claimed by 
dummy entry men, turned over to dum- 
my trustees, and by them deeded over to 
the Barber company.

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CAMPAIGN ISSUES GIVEN. 


Democrats Commend Bryan as 
Worthy to. Lead Party 
Hosts in 1908. 


Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 24.—Under the new 
state wide direct primary law this Was the 
day designated for all political parties rep- 
resented on the primary ballot to hold their 
state platform conventions. Of the five par- 
ties, the republicans, democrats, and popu- 
ligts gathered in considerable numbers. The 
prohibitionists held no convention, and the 
socialists were without representation save 
for one delegate, who certified to a plat- 


of state. 


Republicans Indorse Taft. 

An unqualified indorsement of President 
Roosevelt's administration and leadership is 
given in the republican platform. A con- 
tinuation of his policy is insisted on and a 
re to Secretary Taft is made as fol- 
ows: 

“ While not presuming to forestall the ae- 
tion of any future convention, we express 
the belief that the republicans of Nebraska 
recognize in William H. Taft one whose per- 
sonal character and whose long public 
service mark him as preéminently the man 
under whose leadership these policies would 
‘be perpetuated.”’ 1 

The platform declares the republican party 
of the state committed to the following re- 
forms which it has inaugurated: 

A state wide direct primary, abolition of 
the free pass evil, comprehensive powers for 
the state railway cOmmission, more equitable 
rates for transportation of passengers and 
freight, equal taxation of railway property 
for city purposes, abolition of fellow-servant 
law and full employers’ liability. 

On federal judiciary interference in states 
the platform says: 

We favor the enactment of a federal law and if 
necessary an amendment to the federal constitu- 
tlon which will forbid the federal courts from issu- 
lug writs of injunction against state officers 


The feature of the democratic convention 
was the speech of W. J. Bryan. He congrat- 
ulated the party, state and national, on hav- 
ing emerged from the valley of the shadow of 
death, which, he said, the republicans, hope- 
lessly divided, were just entering. He in- 
sisted that the title of great postponer be- 
longed to Secretary Taft, because, while he 
favored tariff reform, he was obliged by the 
party pressure to advocate putting off the day 
of action. 

Bryan’s Hand in Platform. 

Mr. Bryan assisted in drafting the plat- 
form, and its declarations are assumed to 
refléct his views of what the national party 
declarations should be be in 1908. The plat- 
form opens with commendation of Mr. 
Bryan, saying: . 

We, the democratic party of Nebraska, In dele- 
gate convention assembled, express our continued 
confidence in and admiration for William J. 
Bryan, and reassert our fidelity to the principles 
which he has so ably advocated and which at this 
time are so generally accepted by a large majority 
of the people of the United States. 

The platform approves of the laws pro- 
hibiting passes and rebates, and insists on 
further legislation making it unlawful for 
any corporation to contribute to campaign 
funds. It opposes the centralization idea and 
declares for the election of United States 
senators by direct vote. Immediate revision 
of the tariff is urged; and an income tax 
favored... On the question of trusts the plat- 
form says: 

A private monopoly is indefensible and intoler- 
able. We therefore favor the vigorous enforce- 
ment of the criminal laws against trusts and trust 
magnates, and demand the enactment of such 
additional legislation as may be necessary to make 
it fmpossible for a private monopoly to exist in the 
United Stafes. 

Declarations are made for state and na- 
tional boards of trade, an eight hour day, 
against government by injunction, and for 
protection of foreigners.

It must not be forgotten that whereas 
the countess’ eldest brother, the ex-arch- 
duke id, has been expelled from the 
house of , banished from Austria, 
and forced to become a citizen of a foreign 
country—nemely: Switzerland—in word, 
has ceased to belong to the rel house 
of Austria forever and is beyond the juris- 
diction of the laws by which it is governed, 
she on the contrary still belongs thereto. 
She remains an imperial princess of the reign- 
ing house of Austria and Hungary, a royal 
princess of Tuscany, and an Austrien arch- 
duchess, being, to the official de- 
érge of Emperor Francis Joseph, merely 
“suspended from the use and enjoyment 
of the prerogatives" as such, as a punish- 
‘ment for her misconduct in connection with 
Giron. Her name and her titles will still 
be found in the Almanach de Gotha at the 
head of the list of the children of Archduke 
Ferdinand of Austria, ex-grand duke of Tus- 
cany, from which all mention of- her brother 
Leopold, now known as Mr. Leopold Wol- 
Hing.“ has disappeared. 

As a member of the house of Hapsburg, she 
still remains subject to its statutes and these 
provide that no member of the dynasty can 
contract a valid marriage without the official 
consent of its chief, the emperor. These 
statutes are recognized as part and parcel of 
the Austrian code of laws, and as member of 
a sovereign house she remains subject to the 
family statutes of the house of Hapsburg no 
matter in what part of the world she may 
happen to be. For princes and princesses of 
réigning families when abroad, enjoy the 
same exterritorial immunities as ambassa- 
dors and envoys, and are amenable only to 
the jurisdiction of their native land. More- 
over, there Is a certain understanding among 
foreign nations, according to which family 
statutes govern the behavior of royal and 
imperial personages, not only at home, but 
als6 abroad, and as we have lately seen in 
the case of Grand Duke Cyril of Russia, and 
of the ex-grand duchess of Hesse, it was not 
until the czar a few weeks ago gave his 
sanction to their marriage that the latter, 
although contracted three years ago, was 

as a valid union by the foreign 
courts and governments. 

Moreover, both the Countess Montignoso 
and the king of Saxony are still members of 
the Roman Catholic church, which does not 
recognize the divorce pronounced between 
them by the Saxon courts of law. In the 
eyes ot all Catholics they are still man and 
wife and the countess in consequence there- 
of is the de jure queen of Saxony. 

‘ — 

King George ie manifestly dissatisfied with 
the abilities of his sailor son George as a 
naval officer. For he has secured during his 
recént stay in Paris the services of Vice Ad- 
mitral Fournier for the complete reorgani- 
gation of the Greek fleet. Admiral Fournier 
is of all the officers of the French navy the 
one who is best known in this country, and 
who hag the largest number of American 
friends, especially among seafaring men. He 
talks English perfectly, u extremely tact- 
ful, makes friends everywhere, and was for 
a considerable time, that is to say until his 
retirement, vice’ president of the superior 
counell of the navy, which means that he 


was ranking officer and generalissimo of } 


the French fleet. 

There is plenty of precedent for the em- 
ployment of retired officers of foreign nation- 
ality in the reorganization of armies and 
navies. Thus Admiral Lord Cochrane, after- 
wards earl of Dundonald, and who made so 
great a name for himself in South America 
ag a naval commander in the wars of inde- 
pendence in the early part of the nineteenth 
century, had charge of the Greek fleet dur- 
ing the war which resulted in Hellenic eman- 
cipation from Turkish rule. United States 
navel officers played an important role at 
Tokio in the training of Japan's naval officers 
and in the organization of that fleet which 
made such a magnificent showing during the 
recent war with Russia; and it doés not 
speak well for oriental gratitude that the 
Japanese in their hour of victory should have 
so completely forgotten to acknowledge all 
that they owed to their American naval 
instructors. Retired officers of the union 
and confederate arniies, collaborated in the 
friendliest fashion in the organization of the 
army of Khedive Ismail, and several of them, 
notably the late Col. Mason, played a 
notable part in connection with the explora- 
tion of the Soudan and of Central Africa. 
Siam had until quite recently a Danish naval 
officer rejoicing in the French historic name 
of De Richelieu as commander of her navy, 
he haying succeeded a Frenchman of*the 
name of Dupont, who had degerted as a 
warrant officer from on board a French man 
of war, and had risen to the rank of high 
admiral of the Siamese navy.

admirals and captains of Uncle Sam's navy 
that are available for the purpose, it has 
always seemed strange to me that none 
of them should take the trouble to secure 
remunerative and honorable work such as 
that which has just been offered by King 
George of Greece, to the French Vice Ad- 
miral Fournier. Surely there is nothing in 
the naval regulations of the United States 
that prevents the officers on the retired list 
from taking employment of this kind from 
friendly foreign powers on the understand- 
ing, of course, that in the event of the latter 
becoming involved in war, they would either 
at once return to the United States or else 
sacrifice their connection with the American 
navy. 

Other powers offer no objections. The Bel- 
gian Gen. de Hrialmont designed all the 
splendid fortifications bf Bucharest and 
superintended their construction at the re- 
quest of King Charles, and with the pertpis- 
sion of King Leopold, while German gefer- 
sls and colonels carried on the retired list 
of the kaiser’s army, have completely re- 
organized the military forces of the Turkish 
sultan and are responsible for the wonder- 
fully conceived defenses that line both 
shores of the Dardanelles and command 
the straits leading from the Black seq into 
the Mediterranean. 


BALLOONING RECORDS.

Race War Grows Serious. 

The race ar has developed into a prob- 
lem at the Keith school, where the negro 
children far outnumber the white pupiis. 
Three women—parents of white children— 
headed by Mrs. A. Schwattz, 448 Thirty- 
fourth street, called at the board rooms in 
the morning and begged for permits to 
transfer their children to the Webster school 
at Wentworth avenue and Thirty-third 
street. : 

“My boy is molested at school and in 
the street,” said Mrs. Schwartz. He can’t 
even go to the grocery but he is molested 
by some of the negro children.“ 

The women were told that transfers could 
not be made without showing of discrimina- 
tion, but that the police would be called on 
to stop the fighting if it continues. A similar 
condition of affairs is said to exist at the 
Harrison school, where the Italians outnum- 
ber the colored .

It was an audience deeply impreseed that 
filled out of the Garrick last evening at the 
close of the performance given by Mr. Soth- 
ern and his company of Laurence Irving s 
five act drama, The Fool Hath Said in His 
Heart.” .The people making up that audi- 


. ence—their number was limited only by the 


size of the theater—had witnessed a play 
which is essentially serious in character— 
more serious than any. modern drama seen in 
Chicago in a long time. It is a play which 
contains a problem,“ and yet it is a play 
big in theatrical possibilities. It con- 
tains abundance of action and numerous 
dramatic situations, and its stage value, 
therefore, is fully equal to any literary or 
problem worth it may possess. And yet it 
is a study in character and conditions 
psychological rather than externally the- 
atric. 

To make the question “Is murder ever 
justifiable?” the sole basis of a five act play 
is to enter into a subject necessarily serious 
to the point of somberness, and while Mr. 
Irving has avoided neither the seriousness 
nor the sombernegs, he has known how to 
present his characters and the problem so 
clearly and so interestingly that the auditor, 
be he lover of serious drama or not, finds his 
attention gripped and held, and himself im- 
pressed whether he will or not. It isa play 
entirely out of the usual run—a powerful 
play, a big one, which no pérson really in- 
terested in matters dfamatle can afford to 
miss seeing. 


- — 
The dramatist takes Rodion, the Russlan 
student, as his central figure. The youth is 
a rebel against all the shams, wrongs, and 
evil results of the government under which 
he and his fellow creatures have to live and 
against the injustices done by that govern- 
meni’s justice. He is not an anarchist, but 
he is a discontent. He has thought and rea- 
sonéad much, and he has reached certain con- 
clusions which, while largely correct in them- 
selves, are dangerously extreme. He sees 
that in y great work undertakenthe re- 
mo at a house, the building-ofe bridge, 
the establishing of a nation—human life is 
sacrificed. Progress is thus resultant. And 
ne reasons from this that if big corporations 
and nations have the right to disregard the 
so-called sacredness of human life’’ the in- 
dividual also has that right, and that, if an 
individual sees some human creature who 
is a menace to the well being of other crea- 
tures better than he, then the menacing per- 
son should be put out of the way.

FIELD GOALS BIG FACTOR. 


Keynote of Success in Punting 
and Drop Kicking Is Plenty 
of Practice. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALI. 


In last Sunday’s article I cited the instances 
ef the west's dearth of kickers and also the 
absolute need of kickers under the new rules. 
‘I again say: A team cannot be considered | 
a first class aggregation without a first class 
kicker.”’ 

In looking back over football history for the 
last five years approximately 20 per cent of 
college games have been won through field 
‘goals. This estimate takes into consideration 
the punts which have crossed the goal line 
resulting in safeties. In view of this fact I 
deem it advisable to publish this article on 


| punting and drop kicking. 


Goal kicking is an art acquired only by hard 
practice and the exercise of great care. Many 
men can get out and in one game boot the ball 
ever the bar and between the posts without 
ever having practiced the trick before. t 
at the same time they might try and in 
other games and be unsuccessful in negotiat- 
ing the points. That is simply because they 

happened to catch the ball just right the fret | 
time and didn’t the other times. 


Drop Kicking Difficult. 

Drop kicking is exceedingly difficult at first, 
but with practice it becomes easier and with 
a line that will hold and give the kicker the 
requisite time to get away his attempts, the 
feat is not difficult. But there are certain 
things that the kicker must figure out; he 
must know just what is likely to happen and 
work on those lines. 

Of course, the first requisite for successful 
kicking, whether punting or drop kicking, is 

‘to get the muscles of the leg working freely. 
Many kickers get out just before a game 
and put forth all their strength, thinking 
that this is the best way to get limbered up. 
I have found that this method is wrong. The 
muscles are jerked and strained, and when 
called upon later they are liable to actina 
jerky manner, which tends to impair the ac- 
curacy of the attempt. Just before going into 
a game get out and boot the ball gently, work- 
ing in the muscles of the leg gradually. 

After this is done, the next care is to get in 
touch with the center rush. The center and 


the kicker must work together or the best of 


kickers will be unable to work right. The 
kicker is set for his trial and the pass must 
come right for his attempt or he will pe com- 
pelled to kick out of position and thereby 
lose his aim and fullify his effort. Practice 
‘many minutes each day receiving passes from 


the center and get his passes exactly where 


you want them. 

The ball should be passed by the center so 
that it comes end first to the kicker. This 
saves valuable seconds adjusting the ball in 
the hands to be dropped. The dropping of the 
‘ball is the main thing. A man may have 
ever so much power in his kicking leg and 
‘yet not be able to kick goals. Usually this is 
because the ball has not been dropped to the 
ground correctly. After the ball is received 
i should be poised for an instant with the 
geam in a parallel line with the goal posts, 
thus giving direction. 

Must Consider Distance. 

Just before dropping, the ball is given a 
slight downward twist according to the dis- 
itance to be kicked. If the goat posts are 
‘close to the kicker, the ball must be raised 
higher in the air than if they are farther 
The closer the posts the more per-

Then comes another important detail. The

If the toe strikes the ball be- 
fore it touches the ground it is not a drop 
‘kick and the ball will shoot along the ground 
and not rise. If the kick, on the other hand, 
4s too slow and the ball has risen on the 
‘bound, the impetus is likely to send it 
straight up in the air, and nothing is gained. 
The toe should hit the ball just at the in- 
stant the ball hits the ground. Then, if the 
ball be truly dropped, the effect is the same 
‘as kicking a goal from placement. 

It takes much practice and an accurate 
| Judgment of time and distance to gain this 
end, but once judged correctly, it comes in- 
| stinctively thereafter. I have explained the 
‘kick up to the time the ball hits the ground 
and have explained why it should be struck 
dy the toe at the same time that ſt hits the 
ground. Now something about another es- 
‘sential point. The shoe worn by the kicker 
‘should have a stifftoe. It should fit the foot 
‘gnugly, for if it is too long the leather is lia- 


a ble to curl and give and the kick is apt to go 


wrong. But the stiff, rounded surface of the 


cho adds to the accuracy of the attempt. 


Easy Swing Necessary. 

When the ball hits the ground the kicker 
should have his toe underneath the side 
nearest him and the foot should be pointing 
directly at the goal posts. That also gives 
the direction to the kick, for if kicked at an 
angle the ball will rise at an angle. When 
the kicking foot is brought forward it must 


de done with ap easy swing. I do not mean 


that there should be little force behind the 
kick. That is necessary if the ball is to 
carry any distance. What I mean by gentle 
ig that the sweep of the leg should be free 
and even and without that sudden jerk which 
‘fs Hable to ruin any kick. 

f The weight should be shifted from the toe 
ot the left foot to the heel, although the foot 
ts flat on the ground. The knee of the kick- 
‘ing foot is slightly bent when the ball is 
struck, but with the onward sweep of the 
leg the knee locks and thus gives the ball 
further impetus. After the ball has been 
kicked the knee is locked and the foot is in 
the same position as it was when the ball
